to undertake a difficult and arduous task. 
and with the followers of AGUINALDo still

Recently The North China Daily News has 
been publishing some interesting manifestoes 
from the “ reformer ” Kana Yu We, which 
call for some notice. Without attempting, 
as some of his more foolish admirers have 
done, to exalt Kawa to the rank of a possible 
statesman, there is much in what he puts 
forward that may well be taken into serious 
consideration. te is above all a patriot, 
and we shall not be going far afield when 
we affirm that one of the great wants of 
China has ever been patriotism: he feels 
deeply the -present degradation ‘of his 
country, and, though we may vot be at one 
with him in all the measures he would pro- 
pose, there is no doubt that many of the 
ateps he recommended to his master were 
in the right direction, and were both wise 

_ and expedient. There is something touch- 
ing in the personal homage he renders to 
_the unfortunate boy Emperar, and the 
sovereign who has been able to excite so 
personal a devotion, as did Kwane Hsu 
from the ministers whom he elected to place 
around him, could certainly not have 
been devoid of many of the brightest 
sttributes of governance. We think all 

the more highly of Japan that she has 
fuceeeded in extricating herself from the 
trammels of her very good friends the Eu- 
ropean Powers, and we would be very well 
content to see Kano’s dream of n great 
Chinese Empire carried to a successful issue. 

We write this because there is evidently 

_ avery great misconception of the charac- 
| ter and part taken by Kana Yo War

-"RaT POISONING IN SEWERS, 


. Lhe following report by Mr. Drury, the 
* Sanitary Surveyor, as to experiments in rat 
isoning in sewers, was sabmitted :— 

* Please lay before the Beard for their inform- 
ation with a view to ascertain if they are de- 
sirous of these experiments being further con- 
tinued. I am of opinion that no success can be 
expected, for rats apparently do not inhabit 
these small glazed pipe sewers with their steep 
grades and rapid fow, particularly when they 

_ get umple food above ground. The overseer 
who has been en these sewers for some thirteen 
years has never seen a rat in them, and taking 
inte account the faot that the cleansing discs 

- are passed through the sewers about once a 
month it rather suggests a proof that they do 
not frequent them at all 

“Mr. Wild, the Acting Government Analyst, 
and myself have experimented,in two longths of 
the High street 9-inch sewer, from Eastern 
Street to Centre Street and from Centre Street 
to Pokfulaia Road, 450 and 850 lineal feet res- 
pectively (a ueighbourhood which is reported to 
be greatly frequented by rats), and with no 
results. , ; 

“The lengths tested were hermetically sealed. 
Wire nets were placed in the manholes next to 
the tested lengths to catch any rats that might 
have been killed and brought away by the flush 
after opening the tested portions, 

“Experiment 1.—Material used i— Potassium 
cyanide 12 lbs., sulphuric said 7 los. The acid 
was diluted with-four times ite bulk of water. 

’ The hydrocyanic acid gas was generated in 
jars, each jar containing 2 lbs. of cyancide and 
2k pints of the diluted acid. Two jars were 
placed in each of three manholes 

“Ono hour was allowed for the generation 
and spread of the gas, the sewer afterwards 
being flushed with water to ensure the spread 
of gas and to carry down dead rats. Test 
paper showed the presence.of gas after being 
flushed with water. The percentage: of poi- 
sonous gas in this test was about 12 per cent. 

“Experiment II].—Material used :—Potas- 
sium Cyanide 20 lbs., sulphuric acid 14 lbs. 
The acid was diluted with gas generated as in 
Mxperiment I. In this case five masholes were 
used. three containing two generating jars 
with 2 lbs. of cyanide in each; the yemaining 
two contained one and three jars respectivaly, 
these jars holding as before 2 lbs. cyanide. 
The experimonf was carried out in a similar 
manner as before. Thea percentage of poisonous 
gas was about 15 per cent,”

I have just returned from a tour through the. 
southorn part of the prefecture of '‘Lingchowfu 
in Fuhkien. In Wu-ping Asien I found an 
anomalous condition of affairs. What purported 
to bea Protestant chapel was the headquarters 
ofa set of people numbaring saveral hundreds. 
The Roman Catholic chapel boasted a consti- 
tuency of some thousands.

It seems. the magistrate, a» Hunan man. had 
been greatly provoked by what che considered 
the unfair pressure brought to bear by the 
Roman Catholics to compel him to decide law 
suits in their favour. Not dering to stand out 
rigidly for his rights he conceived the idea 
of ealling into being a Protestant faction to 
balance the Catholics. Tha scheme was but a 
partial success, for the new party was more 
toruly and violent than the old. Litigants 
allied themselves to one or the other of those 
factions, so that his administration of justice 
was an ineffectual effort to arbitrale their 
disputes. He appealed to me with an urgency 
that was almost patietic to command the 
Protestants not to go gunning for the Roman 
Catholics, and wound up by saying that they 
would not obey him and he did not know under 
whose jurisdiction thyy were. 1 urged him to 
punish law-breakers without fear or favour and 
assured him I should not interfere. I tried to 
show the alleged Protestants how contrary thoir 
ways were to the Gospel and especially the sin 
and danger of such violentconduct as that of 
which they had been guilty. They finally took 
down the inscription over the door, styling the 
place a gospel-hall, and agreed to disband 
and send some of their number to Kiaying ‘for 
instraction in the Scriptures: Tsaw the Roman 
Catholic catechist, who told mo that only one of 
the so-salled Catholics was a baptised member.
